I have received several complaints ¢rom elderly peaple who are 
concerned at-the number of people who ride their bikes through the 
prohibited area of The Mall. I have been in discussion in Tesco’s 
who own The Mall to try to find a solution to this problem and would 
welcome any suggestions from Residents.

New regulations recently came into effect which changes tho Postal 
Voting System for Elections. Voters will now be able to obtain a 

Postal Vote if they are going away on holiday, away regularly because 
of their employment or have recently moved house. Application, for 
these categories about four weeks prior to an election, they are for 
one election only, as is the extra category of thaen who suffer trom & 
a sudden illness or injury, Postal Vote for these noople can be 
claimed up to 6 days before the election. All above require torm . 
RPF9, which needs to be countersigned by someone nct related to the 
applicant. ‘Those who are physically incapacitated (form RPF7b) and 
those working away from home long term (form RPF7) will still be able ° 
to obtain a Postal Vote for an indetinite 2 lt ats if you require a 
Postal Vote please contact me now. — M f 2 


The County Council’s policy Committee have decided that siting of Car 
Parks for the “Park and Ride" scheme will take precedcnace over the 
policy of maintaining Green Belt around Cambridge. The nearest 
proposed sites are off Bartor Road between the fill ana the City 
Boundary and the Histon Interchange with the A45 Northern By-Pass. 


The’ Education Committee, following its approval in principle last 
year to introduce a unit cost system of funding Further Education 
have now agreed the details which come into effect on ist Avril. The 
total cost of Further Education in Cambridgeshire for 1986/87 is 
approaching £21 million. The new system under discussion for almo 
three years divides Further Education into four broad unit cests on 
the basis of Lecturer costs, non Teaching support costs nat including 
capital costs. Funds are allocated to each collec= etc. based on the 
number of students within each category. The new system das 
identified that some colleges wil! gain extra resources whilst other 
will need to make economies. The changes in funding will be phased 
in and limited to no more that 6% per year. Also inriluded in the 
allocation for each college extra resources to’ ‘canpensate for special 
factors and for extra students. 


Gver 100 people attended a Special Public Meeting in Girton on Sth 
February to discuss the Ceunty Council’s Outline Planning Application 
to build a Further. Education College for 2,300 students on Green Belt 
land at Howes Close Country Centre. Concern was expressed at viola- 
tion of Green Belt, extra traffic on busy Nuntingden Road, parking 
and recreational facilities for the college. The vrecting vated 
unanimously to oppose the proposal.

Remember, the BHCCD is NOT a 
Residents Association booklet, but a PRIVATE venture by Mr. Alan 
Choat. ‘g 


I studied the map in more detail - there WAG a subtle difference, 
Raith and I had signed the original map (we were proud of it) but on 
the BHCCD plan our names had been wiped out. Instead, the name 


"Peter Goodwin, Hillcraft *36" stared up at me. This turned my 
surprise to real annoyance. Neither Mr. Choat nor Mr. Goodwin had 
sought my permission (or Raith's) to reproduce the map, let alone 
claim it for themselves. 


Interested residents will see what I mean if they compare last years 
Residents Association booklet (soon to be updated) nith the BHCCD. 

On very close inspection a couple of minor changes (such as adding 
the pathway to Loliworth) have been nade to the BKCCD version - 
presumably a meagre effort to justify chaneing the artists’ names?? 
In fact, the whole format of the BHCCD fellows almost exactly that of 
the genuine Residents Association Directory. 


I think this issue is imoortant. When people give their ¢ree time to 
local community matters, their efforts shoulc not be "litted” by an 
entrepreneur fer his personal gain. Mr. Choat and Mr. Goodwin have a 
case to answer.

Sir, 
I write to you about dogs, litter and Tesco trolleys. 


_The population of the village increases and the number of dogs grow too. Every open space 
in the village is fouled with their excrement. 
I patrol daily, spade in hand, the open area at the entrance to Hollytrees. The amount. I 
have to remove and bury there gives a good impression of the extent of this nuisance throughout 
the village. ‘ 


Dog owners have ignored the appeals made in the Bar Hill News to clear up after their dogs. 

It is clear that many owners walk their dog for one purpose and that is not to exercise it. 

As soon as the animal has defecated it is turned round and dragged off home. The one place 
the dog is not allowed to profane is the owner's front garden. But the dog that delivers 

its excrement a few feet from some other person's house is ignored while its owner moves on 
looking the other way. And when a demand is made that the animal should not be allowed to 

go near houses, the attitude adopted is too often abusive accompanied by statements that ''This 
is not your ground. It is a public place" or "The rain will] wash it away’. : } ¢ 


Look also at the litter. All the small areas which have been left in the natural state with 
bushes, brambles and undergrowth are littered with plastic bags, sweet papers, cigarette cartons, 
soft drink cans and other rubbish. fos 


I have kept watch over the open area at the entrance to Hollytrees. The same sort of litter 
.appears regularly, indicating that it is being scattered again and again by thé same persons. 


We are all thankful for the efforts of Mrs Freda Skelson and her helpers who pioneered the 
movement to clear up the village. At present we are fighting a losing battle against. a minority 
of slovenly and unmannerly persons. The effort against them needs reinforcement. 


We need volunteers to look after no more than an open area, however small, adjacent to or 
near their own home. Because such action is continuous and the, place is monitored regularly, 
it will clear up the village without the need for special sorties except to clear the larger 
public places such as the village green. ° 


But voluntary action of this sort does not restrain the culprits. Positive action is required 
against them and I have written to the Chairman of the Parish Council to request consideration 
and action. : 


The sight of Tesco trolleys left abandoned all over the village, some on their side or upside © 
down- in ditches, covered.in.mud, is openly vile. The people of Bar Hill are responsible for 
this state of affairs, not Tesco. 


We would all like to see greater discipline exerted over their property by Tesco. There is 
no reason why trolleys should be removed beyond the car park. But the blame for the present 
scandalous misuse of the trolleys rests with the people of Bar Hill. 


-The present system of notifying Tesco that a trolley is here or there does nothing to remedy 
the matter and I have therefore requested the Parish Council to consider what may be done 
about it. 


The village spends its time clearing up after a small minority of mindless persons. I request 
the privilagé of calling through your columns for a great awareness of the state of the village, 
for volunteers to put it right and to keep it right and to announce the intention to bring 

into being the hitherto missing factor, the counter-measures against mindless culprits who 
disfigure the village.
